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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-10, drawn to method and apparatus for holding a substrate. 

Group II, claim(s) 11-14, 18 and 20-21, drawn to method and apparatus for holding a 
substrate. 

Group III, claim(s) 15-17,19 and 22, drawn to method and apparatus for holding a 
substrate. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: WO 02/47139 
teaches a substrate holding apparatus having the following special technical features: a 
substrate holder 900, provided with a first sealing member (906 or 904) for supporting a 
substrate by bringing a peripheral portion of a surface to be processed of the substrate 
into contact with the first sealing member; and a substrate pressing section 908 for 
lowering relative to the substrate holder so as to press the substrate held by the 
substrate holder downward, thereby bringing the first sealing member into contact via 
pressure with the substrate wherein the substrate pressing section is provided with a 
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second ring-shaped sealing member, when the substrate pressing section lowers 
relative to the substrate holder, makes indirect contact via pressure with an upper 
surface of a ring-shaped holding section of the substrate holder, thereby sealing the 
peripheral region of the substrate pressing section. Also WO 03/105200 teaches as 
shown in Figures 3A-5B a substrate holding apparatus having the following special 
technical features: a substrate holder, provided with a first sealing member 85 for 
supporting a substrate by bringing a peripheral portion of a surface to be processed of 
the substrate into contact with the first sealing member; and a substrate pressing 
section for lowering relative to the substrate holder so as to press the substrate held by 
the substrate holder downward, thereby bringing the first sealing member into contact 
via pressure with the substrate wherein the substrate pressing section is provided with a 
second ring-shaped sealing member, when the substrate pressing section lowers 
relative to the substrate holder, makes contact via pressure with an upper surface of a 
ring-shaped holding section of the substrate holder, thereby sealing the peripheral 
region of the substrate pressing section. 

Therefore, there is no unity of invention when the special technical feature is 
present in the prior art. Hence, lack of unity is held by the examiner in accordance with 
PCT Rule 13. Also see MPEP 1850-Determination of Unity of Invention. 

A telephone call was made to Attorney Donald Hahm on 12/7/2009 to request an 
oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
